The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on November 16, 2006 has 
been considered by the examiner. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' claimed invention is directed to a process for producing carboxylic 
acid, which comprises reacting aldehyde-containing oily solution with an aqueous 
hydrogen peroxide solution in the presence of a catalyst comprising a polymer 
compound having a sulfonic acid group in a side chain thereof in a heterogeneous 
solution system. 

US patent 5,801 ,276 to Neumann et al teaches a process for the preparation of 
hydroxypivalic acid by oxidation of hydroxypivalaldehyde with hydrogen peroxide, in 
which the oxidizing agent is metered into an aqueous hydroxypivalaldehyde reservoir in 
the temperature range from 60 to 80°C. such that a concentration of hydrogen peroxide 
of 4% by weight in the reaction mixture is not exceeded, and the addition of hydrogen 
peroxide is ended as soon as the hydroxypivalaldehyde concentration in the reaction 
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mixture falls below 1% by weight. However, the prior art of record neither teaches nor 
suggests a catalyst comprising a polymer having a sulfonic acid group in a side chain in 
a heterogeneous system. Nor would it have been obvious to modify the process of the 
prior art to arrive at the instant invention. There is no motivation to do so.
